Winter  sports  discoveries  are  being  made  in  the 
Northern  Rockies. 


Until  recent  years,  winter  snowfields  were  unmarked 
except  for  the  tracks  of  roving  marten  or  cougar.  To- 
day, graceful  scrolls  decorate  the  snow-clad  moun- 
tains. These  ski  trails  are  the  markings  of  a new 
mountain-man.  He  isn’t  a prospector.  With  his 
family,  this  mountain-man  seeks  out  the  recreational 
treasure  of  the  snow  and  the  slope.  The  avid  and  ex- 
perienced seek  the  deep,  soft  snow  and  the  steep  ter- 
rain. But  there  is  a variety  of  skiing  treasure  on  the 
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National  Forests  of  the  Northern  Region.  There  is 
snow  country  for  every  taste  and  talent. 

Winter  sports  activities  are  growing  in  popularity  as 
more  and  more  Americans  seek  outdoor  recreation 
on  the  National  Forests.  Recreational  visits  to  the 
Northern  Region  National  Forests  for  winter  sports 
increased  from  45,000  in  1951  to  234,000  in  1961. 

Recognizing  the  growing  importance  of  recreation  on 
National  Forests,  The  Forest  Service  locates,  surveys, 
and  studies  potential  winter  sports  areas.  Recreation 
is  but  one  of  the  Forest  Service’s  responsibilities  in 
management  of  the  resources  of  these  public  lands. 
Multiple-use  management  of  National  Forest  re- 
sources include  wood,  forage,  water,  wildlife,  and 
recreation. 

Most  winter  sports  areas  in  the  Northern  Region 
have  been  developed  in  cooperation  with  local  ski 
clubs,  civic  groups,  and  county  and  state  govern- 
ments. Through  this  cooperation,  roads,  slopes,  tows, 
and  shelters  have  been  constructed  and  are  main- 
tained for  winter  sports  use.  Some  skiing  areas  have 
become  so  popular  that  extensive  expansion  has  been 
financed  entirely  from  private  capital. 

This  guide  contains  information  about  the  winter 
sports  areas  on  the  National  Forests  of  the  Northern 
Region  in  northern  Idaho,  eastern  Washington,  and 
Montana.  For  additional  information  about  these  ski 
areas,  contact  the  operator  listed  in  this  guide  or  the 
local  Forest  Ranger’s  office.  Forest  Supervisors  and 
Rangers  will  be  happy  to  help  you  enjoy  winter 
sports  on  your  National  Forests.

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TIPS  FOR  SAFE  SKI  TOURING 


Plan  your  trip  with  the  local  Forest  Ranger.  Map 
your  planned  route  and  then  follow  your  plan. 
Leave  a copy  with  the  Ranger  or  other  individual 
responsible  for  safety,  search  and  rescue  in  the 
area. 

Have  at  least  three  persons  in  your  party  — four 
is  better.  If  one  is  hurt,  two  go  for  help  while  one 
stays  with  the  injured. 

Travel  together;  don’t  get  separated. 

Go  fully  equipped;  matches,  rope,  compass,  first 
aid  kit,  climbers,  ski  repair  outfit. 

Know  the  location  of  avalanche  occurrence  areas 
before  you  start.  Avoid  them  or  cross  only  under 
favorable  conditions. 

Use  extra  caution  on  downhill  runs;  a sprain  or 
minor  fracture  is  a serious  matter  when  touring. 

Travel  at  a pace  comfortable  for  the  slowest  mem- 
ber of  the  party.  Ration  your  energy  so  you  have 
a reserve  for  emergencies.

Take  lots  of  film;  winter  creates  some  beautiful 
scenes.

Get  in  condition  before  you  start  skiing  and  stay 
that  way. 

Have  good  boots,  release  bindings  and  good  skis. 
Be  sure  your  bindings  will  release  under  lateral  or 
vertical  strain.  Wax  your  skis  properly.  Use  Arl- 
berg  or  safety  straps  — runaway  skis  may  injure 
someone  and  are  hard  to  find. 

Certified  instructors  can  pave  the  way  to  a lot 
more  fun  for  you  on  the  slopes. 

Always  ski  under  control.  When  passing  another 
skier,  allow  room  for  his  sudden  turn  toward  you. 

Ski  with  one  or  more  companions. 

Heed  all  signs.  Stay  out  of  areas  posted  as  ava- 
lanche hazards. 

Fill  your  sitz  marks. 

Don’t  wear  loose  sweaters,  scarves  or  caps. 

Always  carry  tire  chains  even  though  you  have 
snow  tires.  Have  a large  shovel  or  scoop  in  your 
* car. 

Cooperate  with  the  Ski  Patrol.  Volunteers  and 
professionals  are  ready  to  help.
